Tcr.rardn  the  end  of  the  year  the  County  Coiuicil  Polioiiyelitis 
immunisation  scheme  was  commenced  and  the  response  on  the  part  of  the 
parents  w^^truO^.r  excellent  Up  to  the  end  of  June  1938,  169  pre- 
school cniloron,  390  school  diildren  and  I3  expectant  mothers  had 
received  their  tv;o  doses  of  vaccine.  As  estirmted  it  would  appear 
that  well  over  of  all  children  over  6 montlis  and  under  15  years 
of  age  have  been  vaccinated. 

^ron  a smudy  of  the  table  of  vital  statistics  it  will  be 
noted  that  vliilst  the  birth  rate  remctined  much  the  same  as  the 
previous  yeas'  the  nujider  of  deaths  increased  from  70  in  1936  to 
81  in  1957-  I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  no 
children  ^der  the  age  of  1 year  died  ^und  that  the  infant  mortality 
rate  for  ohe  Country  as  a wliole  - 23.0  vvas  the  lowest  on  record.
